689 have been canceled. Claims 670-678 are presented for examination. 



Claims 670-678 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art discloses a reader/scanner device comprising laser diode arrays. 
However, the prior art fails to disclose a PLUM based hand-supportable linear imaging 
system comprising a housing; a 1 D detection module for detecting time-varying speckle 
noise; a pair of planar laser illumination arrays and optical element for combining and 
projecting spatially-incoherent planar laser illumination beams; and having the functions 
and characteristics as recited in claim 670 and 674.
